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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

2. A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

3. (c) the invention was described in ( 1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
tiled under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed 
in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Liu et al (US 
2002/0074320 Al). The apparatus of claim 8 of Liu et al anticipates the apparatus of instant 
claim 7 wherein the means for setting pulse energy in Liu et 1 is the modulator of the instant 
application 

5. Applicant's arguments filed April 4, 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that since they claimed the benefit of their priority document, then 
Liu et al which is a latter date should be removed as prior art. Applicants cannot rely upon the 
foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection because a translation of said papers has not 
been made of record in accordance with 37 CFR 1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. It is required that 
any translation of the priority document filed for this purpose must also have a statement that the 
translation of the certified copy is accurate. Applicant's translation does not have such a 
statement. The Declaration attached to the translation given by applicants says "THAT the 
attached is a full, true, accurate and faithful translation into the English language made by me of 
Japanese Test of the U.S. Serial No. 09 507." Thus, applicants have failed to meet the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.55 (a)(4), i.e. "(4) An English language translation of a non-English 
language foreign application is not required except when the application is involved in an 
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interference ( § 1 .630). when necessary to overcome the date of a reference relied upon by the 
examiner, or when specifically required by the examiner. If an English language translation is 
required, it must be filed together with a statement that the translation of the certified copy is 
accurate." The rejection stands. 

6. Claims 14-16 are allowed. Liu et al make no comment about printing or photosensitive 
plate making material being used with their ultra-fast pulse laser. 

7. Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Aitken et al 
(6,573,026 Bl) as evidenced by "modulate" (yourdictionary.com). The pulsed laser with 
translation device and amplifier of Aitken et al anticipates the instant apparatus wherein the 
amplifier is a modulator if modulate means to change the amplitude as defined in 
yourdictionary.com. In Aitken et al, see particularly paragraph bridging col. 1-2 and col. 2, 
paragraph bridging col. 3-4 and col. 6, lines 42 to col. 7, lines 18 and Examples. 

8. Because Aitken et al is newly cited and applicants did not amend claim 7 to overcome art 
rejections, this action is not made final. 

9. Applicant's election without traverse of Group II. claims 7-9 in Paper No. 5, filed June 
26, 2002 is acknowledged. 

10. Claims 1-6, 10-13 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 5.
